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RULES OF DECORUM. 



Rule 1. The Association shall he opened and closed 
with prayer. 

2. A Moderator and Clerk shall be chosen by the suf- 
frages of the members present. 

3. No member shall absent himself from the Association 
unless he have leave or be sick and unable to attend. 

4. Visiting ministering brethren present shall be invited 
to seats in the Association. 

5. The Moderator shall preside over the Association, pre- 
serve order, and appoint all committees, with the sanction 
of the Association. 

6. The Moderator may speak in debate on any question, 
appointing some other member to fill the chair temporarily, 
but shall not vote except in case of a tie. 

7. The Moderator shall decide all questions of order, 
subject to an appeal to the Association by any two members. 

8. Every member when speaking shall rise to his feet, 
respectfully address the Moderator, confine himself to the 
question before the body, and avoid personalities. 

9. A motion made must be seconded aud stated by the 
Moderator before debating, and every motion shall be re- 
duced to writing if the Moderator or any member desire it. 

10. When a motion is stated by the Moderator it is in 
possession of the Association, but may be withdrawn by the 
mover at any time before a decision or amendment, 

11. When a question is under debate no motion shall be 
received except to lay on the table, postpone indefinitely, 
commit or amend, which said motions shall have precedence 
in the order in which they are stated; but a motion to ad- 
journ is always in order except when a member is speaking 
or the body engaged in voting. 

12. All questions, except such as relate to the Constitu- 
tion, the Rules of Decorum, or the reception or exclusion of 
churches, shall be decided by a majority of the votes ; in the 
excepted cases two-thirds are required. 

13. Filling blanks with particular numbers, the question 
shall be taken on the highest number and longest time. 

14. When a motion has once been decided, a member 
voting with the majority may move for reconsideration on 
any day during the session. 
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15. No speaker shall be interrupted unless he be out of 
order, and no member shall speak more than twice on the 
same proposition without leave of the Association. 

16. No practice shall be allowed which has a tendency 
to interrupt speaking or the business of the Association. 

17. The appellation of "Brother" shall be used by mem- 
bers in their addresses one to another. 

18. The Clerk shall read these rules at the opening of 
every session of the Association. 

19. Any member violating these rules shall be reproved 
by the Moderator.

CONSTITUTION. 



Article I. This Association shall be known by the 
name of the Calhoun County Baptist Association. 

Art. II. It shall be composed of well-accredited mes- 
sengers appointed by regular Baptist churches which are 
united in this union. 

Art. 111. Its meetings shall be annual. 

Akt. IV. Its officers shall be a Moderator, Clerk and 
Treasurer, who shall be elected by ballot at each session and 
hold office till their successors are declared duly elected. 
Provided, that the non-election of Treasurer shall uot inter- 
fere with organization. 

Art. V. The Association cannot rule, but may advise, 
the churches. But it has a full right to reject the messen- 
gers of any church not in order in faith or practice. 

Art. VI. Petitions for membership must be by letter 
and one or more messengers, and the Association, in each 
case, is to judge on the question of reception. 

Art. VII. Each church of fifty members or less shall 
have three messengers, and one messenger for each fifty or 
fractional numiier *>\er iii'ty. 

Art. VIII. This Association is in full sympathy with 
the spirit and ready to correspond and eo -operate with all 
regular Missionary Baptist organizations for the spread of 
the gospel and the extension of the Kedeemer's kingdom on 
earth; but a difference of opinion on these matters shall not 
necessarily involve the question of fellowship. 

Art. IX. Churches composing this lK»dy will be ex- 
pected to contribute to and sustain a contingent fund, 
which shall be deposited by tho luesseugeis at each annual 
meeting with the Finance Committee, and other contribu- 
tions for benevolent purposes will be earnestly sought and 
fostered by the Association. 

Art. X. This Association shall take cognizance of no 
query from the churches unless they have endeavored to 
solve the same aud have failed; uorofanv difficulties be- 
tween churches unless they have pursued the directions con- 
tained in the 18th chapter of Matthew and have not been 
able to settle them. Then the Association shall take such 
matters into consideration and act upon them at its discre- 
tion. 



Art. XL This Constitution, or any article, may he 
amended or abolished at a regular meeting, on the concur- 
rence of a vote, by standing, of two- thirds of the messen- 
gers present Provided, that such intended change is an- 
nounced by the Moderator at least six hours before action 
is taken.

KEPORT ON PERIODICALS AND LITERATURE. 

The increasing power of t he Press, both for good and 
evil is admitted by all classes of people. Every advance in 
civilization and inteligem-e adds to .its power. Worldly ew- 
• erprises are not slow to recognize and utilize its mfghty 
agency. 

Ungodly men are through this agency, ponring vast 
streams of error and corruption into the minds am! hearts 
of the people, particularly the young, thus poisoning the 
very springs of life. 

An all -wise Providence has doubtless designed it as the 
mightiest agency, save the oral preaching of the word, for 
advanciug the cause of Christ. 

I fas Christians,— -if as Baptist, we would come up to 
measures of onr responsibility, we must trusting in God, 
meet the K>e ou his Meld aud overcome hiia^ 

Much has been done by the Baptists to give the world 
the Bible and moral ami religious literature; much more 
remains to In* done. We cannot afford to be behind others 
in this work. Your com mitt* would most earnestly urge 
an increased interest in our denominational newspapers and 
other periodical*. We have many good papers in real* of 
us, but we would es;>eeially recommend the AlalxuaaBnp 
tist as our owu state paptr. We should supplv 
day -Mmol* with au ubu»alauee of oar Bap*** 
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The cause of the Baptists iu the sonth demands the 
attention of Southern Baptists in a sa j rerae sense. To give 
acceleration and effectiveness to all our religious environ- 
ments, we must have the utterances of the press, and those 
utterances must represent the views and convictions of the 
Baptist of the south. Let us repeat, that without a well de- 
fined declaration of our distinctive views through the press, 
our organization is incomplete. 

We are taken at a great disadvantage so long as we are 
practically without a Southern Baptist Literature, pro- 
nounced and decided 5 a Literature for whose utterances and 
doctrjuftB and scripture interpretations we are willing to be 
held responsible. As a Southern people, we will develop 
a secular and religious literature ef our own; -for 
no people have ever made any -great attainments in 
Science, in Art, in Literature, or in religion who did 
not possess secular and relief ious literature distinctive 
their own. As Southern Baptists we will never 
reach the full measnre «»f our denominational attain 
ment until we have brought into existanoe and utilized for 
all evangelical purposes a Southern Baptist literature in ail 
its bearings aud directions. To possess such a literature, 
we, as Southern Baptist, should l>e true and loyal to every 
earnest effort to build it, and develop onr religious re- 
sources. The question is therefore as to whether or not 
the Baptist churches within the limits of the Southern Bap- 
tist Convention shall sustain by their patrouage an earnest, 
effort to build up a literature in every way y equal to any 
within the bounds of orthodox ehristendon. 

Your Committee would earnestly recommend to the 
patronage of the churches of the Calhoun County Associa- 
tion, our own home , series of Sunday-school literature,

What a university of Nations is the 
Sabt tat h- school to mould the minds of the young, for God's 
glory, and the betterment of the world. Sabbath-schools 
bring the Word of God iu contact with tender hearts. 
''The pebble in the stream so scaut, has turned the course of 

many rivers. 
The dew drop on the little plant hath warped the giant oak 
forever." 

When children learn Gods Word we have hope that it 
will make them wise unto salvation. Under existing cir- 
cumstances, we can uot now make a correct report of the 
number of school officers and pupils engaged iu the Sabbath- 
school Convention. We hopejn the near future to beable to 
make a more accurate report We beleive it is impossible 
to lay too much stress upon the importance of the establish- 
ment of Sabbath-schools in all of our churches. It is use- / 
less to say, to people familiar with this good work, that it 
is one of the chief sources for the maintenance of our 
churches. We rejoice to report to this Association, decid- 
ed improvement iu our county among our churches, m this 
noble work, and hope this grand work will go from con- 
quest to victory, until every church composing thi» Associ- 
ation will be able to report a flousishing Sabbath-school.

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REPORT ON STATE MISSIONS. 

&bont ninereen years ago, the State Mission Board was 
organized by the Baptist State Convention. 

At that time things were gloomy. The Corresponding 
Secretary traveled two years, scarcely paying expenses. 
But now our people are getting more interested in the work; 
but not as much as they should be. 'Tis true that times are 
hard, but all shonld give something to this work. We have 
the assurance of God's love if we give to him. The Scrip- 
ture says God loves a cheerful giver; and the liberal soul 
shall be made fat. We have been wonderfully blessed this 
year both temporally and spiritually. And we ought to 
give as God has prospered ns. In Alabama there is about 
one million of people to be won for Christ. There are forty 
five men employed at present by the State Mission Board, 
including missionary colportners. These men are working 
hard, and should be helped and encouraged. We therefore 
recommend that the pastors present State Missions so force 
ably to their churches, that each member may give accord- 
ing to his ability.

The following report on ministerial education was read 
by J. C. Wright: 
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REPORT ON MINISTERIAL EDUCATION. 

We live in an age that is critical in its tastes, exacting 
in its demands, rapid it its mental processes, intolerant of 
dullness, clamoring for scientific • methods, concise state- 
ments, average, method, busied with a thousand things 
besides religion. 

And how shall the minister of God successfully meet 
the demands of the age, the cavils of the world, the needs 
of the church, and be able to carry out his Lord's great com 
mission to the world. To succeed the man of God must be 
thoroughly furnished unto all good works; must be a scribe 
well instructed unto the Kingdom of God. 

It is presupposed that the minister is regenerated, has 
the grace of God, and a divine call to the work. But he 
most have more. Grace does not give him a knowledge 
of Greek, a divine call will not fill his head with biblical 
lore, and even, an ''emotion from the holy oue" only quick- 
ens what is; but it imparts no new gift or faculty. Literary 
qualifications for the ministry are not acquired by super- 
natural agency; but by the slow, laborious process of hard 
study. Study the word of God, and every study calculated 
to thiow light upon that word. God does not study Gram- 
mar for the man, he must do that himself. "Study to show 
thyself approved unto God, a workman that needeth not 'he 
ashamed." 

Every preacher must l»e educated — not necessjirdy 
graduated; but his mind must be disciplined and enriched 
somewhere, in the college, in the high school, iu the work 
shop, in the counting-room, anywhere, only let it be some- 
where.. 

The priests lips should keep knowledge. But they can- 
not keep knowledge. unless they have it, and to gel it, is no 
short hand, hot-bed process. It menus years of hard study 
under the best masters, 

Moses "was skilled in all the wisdom of the Egyptians;' * 
yet he had to l>e trained, go ftn school forty years in the wil- 
derness before he was a competent leader and lawgiver to 
Isreal. l*aul was a highly educated man when converted 
amioaltaid to the ministry. At first -oine of the apostle 
were "ignorant and unlearned men," but tttey did not re 
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nain such. All the apostles, except Paul, wont to school 
o Christ for three years— all were instructed by htm, and 
le graduated them on the day of Penticost, when the Holy 
Spirit "indued them with power from oh high," made poly- 
lot, master of many languages. Then, and not until then, 
rere they made competent to carry the great commission: 
l Go ye into all the world and preach the Gospel to every 
reature." 

Heuee, to all who are called to enter upou this" great 
work, the duty is plain, it is: Educate, educate yourself. 

All the facilities for the highest Literary and Theologi 
sil Education arc found in Howard College, East Lake, 
Ua., and the Theological Seminary, Louisville, Ky.

Thi* following n^piVrt on General Education was made 
by S. C. Clopton : ^ 

REPOHT ON GENERAL EDUCATION. 

The propriety of considering education in a religions 
body ought to be settled when wo remember that Christian 
ity is in the World not only to srfve meu, bat to elevate, 
ennoble and glorify them. 

As christian citizens we should give to our great sys- 
tem of public education a strong and healthy support on 
the ground of patriotism and philanthropy. At the same 
time we must see thwt the schools arc kept free from seeta- 
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rian influences. No teacher drawing a salary from the 
State, should be allowed to foist his peculiar religious views 
upon the scholars. Aud we vanj. <JiL:w no religions body 
to draw public school funds. 

Yet we should foster and encourage voluntary religious 
work among students of such institutions on the part of the 
students themselves and of. Christians in neighboring 
churches. 

But as a religious people we must provide for our 
young men aud women a distinctively Christian education. 
We must cherish our own institutions with our gifts and 
our prayers. We must give them our moral and financial 
support. The schools which we have deserve our patronage. 
And we owe it to ourselves and the cause of truth to give 
to the world as many highly educated people as we cau, 
thoroughly imbued with Baptist views. And for this reason 
we should cultivate in our own schools a strong denomina- 
tional influence, so that when our Christian graduates go 
forth they shall bring their developed talents into active 
service in our churches and other religious bodies. 

In Christian institutions the bible should be taught, so 
that our young people may study the word of life in real 
earnest under the most favorable circumstances add with 
the greatest advantages which we can afford. This book of 
books teaches the highest of the sciences. They give us th»* 
knowledge of creation and this gives us the knowledge of 
both creation and the Creator. 

It is a cause for rejoicing that the Judson Institute and 
Howard College have opened this season with very consid- 
erable increase of attendance over that of last season.

REPORT ON HOME MISSIONS. 
We are glad to report that the work of the Home 
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Mission board for the \ear ending April 30th, 1894 has been 
successful and satisfactory. 

More thau 300 laborers were employed. 4470 have 
been baptised and 4039 added by letter. Making a total 
addition to the chnrehes of 8509. Besides this work 429 
Sunday Schools have been established, 633 new chnrehes 
were constituted, 67 houses of worship built, — 1150 Bibles 
aud testaments distributed, — to say nothing of the great 
number of religious visits made, and tracts distributed. 

The receipts of the board were less in the last conven- 
tion year by $33 000, than in the preceding year, yet the 
work has been considerably increased; the board at Ihis 
time has an indebtedness of something near $15,000, which 
facts necessarily call for larger contributions. It seems that 
some of the work already undertaken will have to be aban- 
doned unless there tn a more liberal response than has been 
made heretofore. We are retrenching in the wrong way, 
too many of us practice economy first with the Lord. 

If we really want the world converted and are praying 
for it, we will find some means to help to send the gospel to 
those who have it not. For whosoever shall call upon the 
name of the Lord. shall be saved. How then shall they call 
on Him in whom they have not believed f And how shall 
they believe in Him of whom they have not heard! Ami 
how shall they hear without a preacher? And how shall 
they preach except they be sent f

REPORT ON FOREIGN MISSION& 

The great, commission is "Go ye into all the world and 
preach the Gospel to every creature." "Go ye ; " Each one 
is to go in person or by proxy "into all the world." 

The field of labor is limited only by the utmost bounds 
«»f the earth. 

"Preach the Gospel to every creature." The address 
is to each and every humau being, in every latitude of 
•Nvrth, in every age of. the world. 

Hence so. long as there are souls born and unsaved on 
the earth, so long will the command remain in force. He 
who accepts the Bible as Gods truth, must with it accept the 
binding force of the Foreign Missionary obligation. 

From the words of God we must conelnde that the 
heathen without the Gospel is lost. We ~*re the light of 
the world," "the salt of the earth" — witnesses for Christ at 
Jerusalem, Samaria and the uttermost; parts of the e&rt-b:" 
Then how stupendous and grave is our responsibility in 
this convention. 

What are we as Baptists doing? We are doing much 
and leaving much more undone. 
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Southern Baptists have spent en Foreign Missions the 
past convention year about $106,000. Of this amount Ala- 
bama paid about $7,000.00 only — making in round numbers 
one cent per head, — the cost of a cake of soap, a spool of 
thread, or a paper of pins. 

The results are Baptisms 629 for the past year. We 
have 84 organized churches, * ith 3328. members in Foreign 
fields. 

All Missionary work is important. But almost be- 
yond comparison is the overwhelming importance of the 
Foreign Mission work. Brethren, to the work earneestly. 

We recommend monthly collections in all the churches 
fi »r Missions. Geo. D. Harris, Chairman.

REPORT OF THE EVANGELTZATION OF THE COL 

ORED PEOPLE. 



The negro is an American citizen, with his home chief- 
ly in the South. Here is felt the effects of his christian civ 
iiization — or the lack of it. 

1st. We the white people, as christians, are benefited or 
damaged to a degree, as the uegro advances or halts in his 
christian progress. 

2nd. The negro under proper presentation of the Gos- 
pel is easily reached. He is in a sense our heritage, — to 
teach, to guide and to bring to Christ. 

3rd He presents a Missionary field easy of access, — when 
awakened desires to know the truth, and having no bias ot 
leaning to aid him to arrest the word of God, he naturally 
becomes a Baptist. 

4th. As Iudia and China more especially belongs to Eu- 
rope, as a field for Missionary work. So we talieve the In- 
diaus and negroes are our especial charge. Hence we must 
conclude that we owe to Christ and the negro the solemn 
duty of presenting to him the Gospel in its purity and sim 
plicity.
